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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 1 8, 23 - 25 and 27 - 29 are pending. 

Claims 1 , 6 - 1 4, 1 7 - 1 8, 23 - 25 and 27 - 29 have been amended. 

Claims 4, 19 - 22 and 26 have been canceled. 

The amendments overcame 35 USC 101, 35 USC 102 and 35 USC 103 
rejections, and placed the pending claims in condition for allowance. Reason for 
allowance is indicated below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 3, 5 - 1 8, 23 - 25 and 27 - 29 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The main feature of the Applicant's invention is facilitating access to industrial 
control device data (such as industrial controllers and programmable logic controllers, 
as defined in page 2 of the specification) by utilizing a standard database connection , 
mitigating the need to run custom and/or specialized software on the industrial device. 
This is different from conventional systems , where a custom interface is usually required 
to couple a remote computer and the industrial controller in order to provide access to 
the data residing in the industrial controller. In these systems, installation of special 
drivers are typically required . The Applicant's invention avoids this by providing access 
to data stored in connection with industrial control devices through a standard database

interface . These features are reflected in the Applicant's independent claims, such as 
"opening a database connection with the industrial control device," "discovering 
user defined data structures and mapping each element of the one or more user 
defined data structures to respective columns of at least one of a row or record of at 
least one database table," and "transferring data between the industrial control device 
and a remote entity ... via the least one database table." According to the research and 
in view of the closes prior arts (U.S. Patent Number 5,999,933 issued to Mehta and U.S. 
Patent Number 6,141 ,595 issued to Gloudeman), use of standard database interface to 
access data residing in the industrial controller, after mapping each elements of usre 
defined data structures in the industrial controller to columns of at least one database 
table, was missing in the industrial automation environment prior to Applicant's date of 
invention . 

Mehta relates to collecting data structures in a memory dump into logical tables 
stored in a database. However, Metha fails to disclose " user defined data structures 
associated with an industrial control device ." Thus, Mehta also fails to disclose mapping 
elements of the user defined data structures to respective columns of the database 
table . Furthremore, Metha is silent that the the data is "accessible through a standard 
database interface without requirement of a proprietary data access software tailored for 
the industrial device." 

Newly found prior art Gloudeman discloses providing a standard communication 
and database API layer through which conforming external systems can be coupled to 
the building automation system. However, Gloudeman is totally silent on the Applicant's 
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"mapping component," which discovers user defined data structure within an industrial 
control device and maps it to respective columns of database table.
